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STATE UNIT REPORTS 


The active response with news from the various state units is 
greatly appreciated, and may the secretaries of the respective compon- 
ent groups keep up the good work not only to stimulate their own 
members, but also to encourage others. Your particular program will 
interest other state unit groups, and an interchange of ideas cannot 
help but benefit many. Here is the news about the units: 

MAINE 

Dr. Norman J. Paquette, President of the Maine Unit, informs us 
that Dr. Shirley Dwyer of New York was on their state program in 
June and presented a most interesting paper and clinic on dentistry 
for children. The Maine Unit had an exhibit of models and placards 
illustrating dentistry for children. Announcements of this exhibit 
were carried in the newspapers of Portland, and was open to the gen- 
eral public. 

NEBRASKA 

Dr. Ralph Ireland writes, “The annual meeting and luncheon of 
the Nebraska Unit was held May 24th in connection with the annual 
meeting of the Nebraska Dental Society. At this time plans were dis- 
cussed for an annual meeting of the society to be held every fall at 
which time talks and clinics would be conducted on various phases of 
children’s dentistry.” 

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA

His subject was “Amalgam, It’s Applica- 
tion and Manipulation.” 

OREGON 

The first official meeting was held April 25th, 1938, and the 
speaker was Dr. W. F. Patrick, a specialist in diseases of children, 
who stressed the importance of a-correct diet in the maintenance of 
health. 

Dr. Grace Pulliam also writes, ““The June meeting of the Oregon 
Unit of the American Society for the Promotion of Dentistry for 
Children will meet in the clinic room of the Selling Building, Portland, 
June 27th at 8 P. M. Dr. P. T. Meaney will give an informal talk on 
“Diagnostic Signs of a Means of Determining Proper Time for Ortho- 
dontic Treatment.” 

“At the Pacific Coast Dental Conference in Vancouver, B. C., 
July 4 to 8, a special meeting is being arranged by Dr. Sampson of 
Vancouver, B. C. for those interested in dentistry for children and 
members of the A.S.P.D.C. Floyde Hogeboom, President A.S.P.D.C. 
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will be at the meeting. He is one of the outstanding authorities on 
dentistry for children.” 

On May the 23rd, Dr. R. M. Irwin, Jr. gave an informal discus- 
sion and practical demonstration on “The Use of Ethyl Chloride as a 
General Anesthetic for Extraction of Deciduous Teeth.” 

NEW YORK 

Their letter reads, “The annual meeting of the New York Unit 
was held in connection with the New York State Dental Association 
meeting. A special meeting of the group was held on Wednesdav, 
May the 11th at which clinics were presented on various phases of 
children’s dentistry. Plans are being made to have an annual meeting 
of the Unit outside of the regular meeting each spring.” 

MISSOURI 

The new officers in the Missouri Unit have been recentiy elected, 
and they are already preparing for the coming meeting of the 
A.S.P.D.C. in St. Louis. Dr. Otto Brandhorst, the A.S.P.D.C. general 
clinic and program Chairman of St. Louis has the situation well in 
hand, and a grand meeting will be in store for us. 

Our first meeting in the fall was devoted to psychological phases 
of our work. Dr. Clara Menger, Dr. Paul Kubitschek, and Miss Chris- 
tine Glass contributed to a single monthly program. Quite a bunch 
of psychology we should say. However, a different brand of psychol- 
ogy is required when dealing with a juvenile occupant of a dental 
chair to that applied for entertainment of the !ittle one. Miss Glass’ 
plan of “routine-ization” (she may not spell it like that) might be 
adapted to some practices of pedodontia. Briefly her system allows a 
child to do only the activity which is on her program for all of the 
members of the class to do at that certain time, if the child does any- 
thing. So it is not long until they all learn to “routin-ize.” We might 
fit that idea into our field by allowing a prospective or new patient to 
see how a “model” patient carries on in the dental chair. 
MICHIGAN 

A letter was received from Dr. Louis Braun who states, “We had 
four fine meetings during the past season all on some phase of den- 
tistry for children including clinics and exhibits. The Children’s Fund 
of Michigan Group devoted one meeting night in demonstrating the 
excellent service to the under-privileged children in the state, carried 
out by this group. Real service for the masses and worthy of much 
praise. A beneficial evening was spent in the question and answer 
program. Pertinent questions on operative dentistry, exodontia and 
anesthesia, child and office management, and orthodontia were an- 
swered by reputable leaders in those fields. The questions had been 
gathered at previous meetings. 

“We were very happy to have Dr. George Morgan, our A.D.A. 
trustee from this district, as our guest. His impromptu talk was most 
interesting and encouraging. We now have 46 active members and 24 
associate members. It is a very good average.”

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“What training do you regard necessary to qualify for the 
administration of general anesthetics and what requirements 
should be demanded of the patient who is to receive the an- 
esthetic?” 




















The Answer 


With the passing of years there has been coming into use a con- 
stantly greater administration of general anesthetics in the practice of 
dentistry. Nitrous oxide has been accepted as an ideal anesthetic in 
the practice of dentistry for children. In the field of pedodontia ethyl 
chloride, too, has found widespread employment. The hazards of gen- 
eral anesthetics have caused many men to doubt the wisdom of em- 
ploying them in dentistry. 

For this reason the replies to the above question strongly con- 
sidered the qualifications of the dentist who was to administer the 
anesthetic. Training in this department has been strangely ignored in 
the education of dentists. For the most part, courses in the adminis- 
tration of nitrous oxide anesthetic are not given in the dental schools 
but by various salesmen seeking to sell equipment. 

According to Dr. R. M. Erwin, Jr., the training necessary to qual- 
ify as an anesthetist should consist of “A thorough, comprehensive lec- 
ture course, later followed by supervised application of these principles 
in practical cases of anesthesia, and in both instances emphasis placed 
upon the hazards of standardization of administration to all cases in 
the same manner ; i. e., to conform to the peculiarities of the individual 
cases. Another important factor lies within the individual in that to 
retain one’s ability he must continue to administer anesthetics with 
sufficient regularity to at least maintain his smoothness of technic.” 

In further consideration of the qualifications of an anesthetist, Dr. 
John C. Brauer says: “The operator who wishes to administer a gen- 
eral anesthetic should have a thorough knowledge of the anesthetic of 
choice, its advantages and deficiencies, and should have under close 
observation a number of practical cases. If the student has had the 
above interest and requirements while in school, and too, has had the 
opportunity to give by himself several general anesthetics, such as 
nitrous oxide and ethyl chloride, he should feel confident to administer 
these anesthetics in practice.” 

A valuable adjunct is the stethoscope. In the opinion of Dr. N. J. 
Paquette, “Anyone who is going to administer a general anesthetic 
should have enough knowledge in the use of this instrument to recog- 
nize the normal heart from the heart that is not normal. I don’t mean 
to make a diagnosis. One should know the indication and the contra- 
indications.” —Compiled by E. C. M.

A COMMUNITY DENTAL HEALTH PROGRAM 


Present and Future

Studies of various surveys by the American Dental Association ; 
United States Public Health Service ; St. Louis Dental Society ; Com- 
mittee on Community Dental Service of the New York Tuberculosis 
and Health Association; New York City Department of Health, as 
well as by other groups and individuals interested in community dental 
service, and Public Health may be summarized as follows: 


1. Factual data and informative material presented in these re- 
ports are essential to an understanding of the problem, with a view of 
future policy. 


2. It is not possible for dentistry to undertake a health service on 
a health insurance or socialized basis that will reach all of the popu- 
lation. 


3. Dentistry can, however, provide an educational, preventive and 
reparative service for all school and preschool children. A preventive 
and educational program over a ten-year period would give the follow- 
ing results: 


a. The children receiving such service will show a high stan- 
dard of dental and general health. 


b. The effect of this service will be such that it will later be 
met by the individual annually because of the systematic 
and routine care during the school and preschool years. 


4. The foregoing program will change the dental status of the 
adult of the future and will automatically solve the problem of the low 
income groups, of the indigent groups and will increase the demand 
for dental service by the “able to pay” group. 

Achievements under Item 3 will realize the following objectives : 


1. Dentistry will have served the public to the extent of setting up 
a preventive program, thereby largely eliminating, alleviating or con- 
trolling the chronic diseases of middle life that may be caused by foci 
of infection of dental origin. 


2. Dentistry will bring to fruition the words of Dr. Mayo, who 
several years ago declared “the next great step in medicine will come 
from the dental profession.” 


3. Systematic and routine dental service will reduce the large 
number of malformations due to premature loss of deciduous teeth and 
preventable loss of permanent teeth. 
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4. The number of patients for whom the average practitioner will 
be able to care will be increased. For example, 1,800 hours represent 
the maximum efficient service that can be given by any one practi- 
tioner in a single year, giving due.consideration to legal holidays, 
school holidays and vacation. It is my opinion that approximately 1.8 
hours per patient is all that will be necessary to continue the systematic 
and regular care begun in preschool and school life. This will enable 
any practitioner to take care of about 1,000 patients. If a nominal 
charge of $10.00 per annum per patient is made, the operator is assured 
of a total income of $10,000 with no outlay for mechanics’ fees for 
prosthetic appliances, which take at least 25 per cent of the overhead. 


The Program for the Immediate Future 


1. At the present time, in addition to the children’s program, the 
dental profession must set up an emergency service for adults who 
are indigent. This service should be set up only at public hospitals 
or voluntary, recognized, semi-official hospitals which maintain free 
dispensary services. This privilege should not be extended to private 
hospitals which charge fees for service. The public must be given 
necessary emergency service even if that dental service is to be ren- 
dered by dental interns properly supervised. It is fallacious for hos- 
pital service to be limited to surgery and extractions only ; cases where 
a restoration will rehabilitate the bread-winner of the family and 
assist him in obtaining a job must be considered under the heading 
of emergency service. 

2. The dental profession must make every possible effort to incul- 
cate in the mind of the public and all health workers the importance 
of dental service for children (Dental Health for the American Youth) 
and must take the necessary steps to change the dental curriculum to 
include a greater number of hours for dentistry for children and pub- 
lic health methods. 

3. Dentistry must also set up the necessary courses for the train- 
ing of health officers. This is the backbone of the future of dentistry 
and will play an important role in the health and social security pro- 
grams of the future. 


Conclusion 


The problems of Dentistry are in no way comparable to the prob- 
lems of Medicine. Dentistry can solve its problems for adults of low 
income. For the indigents, dental service backed by government aid 
must be provided. We may then assume that the educational program 
conducted in conjunction with the preventive program will teach those 
who are able to pay nominal fees to seek the necessary dental service. 
It can readily be seen that the three groups in any community, namely 
the indigent, the low income group and those able to pay, are cared 
for in the foregoing program of present and future dental care.

REVIEW OF DENTISTRY FOR CHILDREN 


“ORIGINAL INVESTIGATIONS" 
What the 1938 Graduate Thinks of Children’s Dentistry 


In our April questionnaire we asked the senior dental students of 
the United States and Canada what opinion they had of dentistry for 
children, what status children’s dentistry would have in their future 
practice, and what the American Society for the Promotion of Den- 
tistry for Children could do to assist the new graduates. 

For those of us who have asked, “How can the A.S.P.D.C. best 
serve practicing dentists?” the student replies are suggestive ; and, for 
those of us who have wondered, “Is dentistry for children being ade- 
quately taught to the present classes in the dental schools?” their 
answers are illuminating. The flood of replies that was received indi- 
cates very clearly that the 1938 graduates are familiar with our liter- 
ature, are planning to include children in their practices, are worried 
about a lack of parental interest in adequate dental care for young 
children, and still have certain perplexing problems in the clinical 
management of child patients. 

To the students who are about to be confronted by the licensing 
examinations of the various boards of state dental examiners, chil- 
dren’s dentistry appears to be the most neglected phase of dental prac- 
tice, the most difficult, and the most demanding of time and patience. 
Unanimously, they agree that the practice of dentistry for children is 
the only satisfactory basis for the practice of preventive dentistry. 
One representative reply ably states this student viewpoint on the im- 
portance of early practice to prevention in dentistry : 

“When children are carefully and sympathetically handled, they 
make the very best of patients from the standpoint of ideal practice. 
They are willing to take advice and they are passing through a forma- 
tive period in which they can most quickly develop good dental health 
habits.” 

One student points out, “It is difficult to work on most children, 
but it is also difficult to work on most adults.” Another student gives 
us a slogan: “Without children our country would soon be ruined; 
without children’s dentistry our profession would soon be ruined.” 

The graduates of this year plan, very definitely, to include child 
patients as an important group in their practices if two objectives can 
be accomplished. The parents of these small patients must be taught 
the value of dentistry for deciduous and young permanent teeth, and 
they must be made to realize that the dentist’s reward for a child’s 
operative work should be commensurate with that given for the same 
amount of work on parental teeth. One student states very plainly 
that “such is the only basis on which he will be willing to practice for 
children.” 

A large number of the replies to the questionnaire in our gradu- 
ation issue indicate that the new graduates appreciate the importance 
of the inclusion of children in a new practice as an aid to more quickly 
and more effectively improve this practice. Most of them, unfortu- 
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nately, are looking at their practice for children as a somewhat char- 
itable inducement to get the more profitable members of the family into 
the office. 


As one might expect, a very large number of the student replies 
frankly state that we, in the American Society for the Promotion of 
Dentistry for Children, can most effectively aid the new graduates by 
the education of the parents, and the public generally, until they under- 
stand the value of early and regular care of children’s teeth. A few 
suggestions were made in regard to the manner in which we might do 
so. We might, state some of the replies, become more prominent in 
the newspapers; we might, particularly, develop some method for the 
utilization of the movies ; we might, as an organized group, show more 
cooperation with the local and national parent-teacher associations ; 
and we might train the dentists, who have already graduated, to handle 
small children intelligently. 


One student, who may have had some teaching experience or 
courses in education as his background, suggests that we could help 
by the abolition of all such techniques as rewards, competitive poster 
contests, or “I-can-take-it” clubs. ‘These,’ he states, “produce the 
wrong psychological attitude in children; instead, the child’s personal 
confidence in the dentist should be built up to the highest point.” 

Realizing that formal courses in children’s dentistry are a recent 
development in the curricula of dental schools, the suggeStion is also 
made that more research be inaugurated in dental practice for children. 
Along with this suggestion came the requests of a number of students 
for a compilation of developmental and operative research and an ar- 
rangement whereby this compilation might be published, at least 
annually, in a readily available form. 

A rather large number of operative, management, developmental, 
and public relations questions are raised by the members of the 1938 
dental class. At least one-half of them want more information on a 
workable psychological approach to children, particularly for pre- 
school children in the private office. One man makes the indictment, 
“Some clinics teach management techniques which are not at all com- 
plimentary to the dentist.” Another man suggests that we publish a 
series of “case-study” reports on behavior problems in the dental office 
and a bibliography of literature on practical child psychology. 

Some of the clinical problems which are raised, follow: “How 
may the dentist check rampant caries?” “Is there any truth to the 
statement that pregnancy predisposes the teeth to caries?” “What part 
do vulcanite appliances play in the correction of malocclusion ?” “What 
are the relative merits of the various topical anesthetics?” How should 
one handle fractured incisors with exposed pulps?” “What is the 
effect of infected deciduous teeth on the health of the child?” “Have 
we any definite information on the results of the early loss of deciduous 
teeth?” “What are the relative merits of copper filling materials?”

Henry's Physician Writes the Dentist 





July 6, 1938 
Dear Frank: 


Glad to hear you have started work on Henry’s malocclusion. It 
will not be necessary for me to see a husky fellow like he is again this 
year unless, instead of bouncing in with his usual vim, vigor and vital- 
ity and his lordly air, he slumps in looking pale and wan. I would like 
for you to send him back to me if, when you fill up his mouth with 
your big fist, he snorts because of adenoids or because of that de- 
flected septum I have been watching. 

He has had some trouble with nose bleeds and if you start him off 
on any excessive bleeding let me know. By the way, do you know the 
three things that cause a blood-tinged nasal discharge? It might keep 
you from spreading syphilis or diphtheria or help you, as it has me, 
to spot a button or some stray object which has been stuck up into the 
nose by the young experimenter or his friends. I would like to look 
into any chronic nasal discharge anyway. 

If Henry develops chronic halitosis we better get his tonsils out. 
They are pretty big and decayed detritus may persist down in the 
deeper crypts. 

I believe his mother and daddy will get him back anyway if he de- 
velops a cough, but there are several things in the mouth you may be 
on the lookout for such as the little oval or round, sharply defined 
aphthous ulcers which have a narrow red border and a whitish base. 

I believe you would notice and be impressed with them or the 
mucous patches of syphilis that are grayish and not as sharply defined. 
I have seen very few syphilitic mucous patches in the mouths of chil- 
dren, but I have seen several syphilitic primary lesions just inside or 
on the lip, probably from kissing their nurses. Any ulcer in the mouth 
is worth looking into for the protection of the other children and your- 
self. I believe, if I were you, I would refer all children with a stomatitis 
or pharyngitis to their physicians because, besides the local conditions, 
the children might turn up later with a contagious disease. 

Scarlet Fever, you know, starts with a fiery red throat and heavily 
coated tongue. Mumps may be spotted early by the injection of the 
opening of the duct from the parotid in the center of the little papilla 
opposite the upper bicuspids on each side. Measles usually starts with 
a red throat, with red spots, some of which have a pearly gray center 
on the soft palate and on the buccal surfaces. The lead line, while I 
think of it, is another thing you could be on the lookout for, particu- 
larly in very young children who chew the paint off their beds and get 
lead poisoning. It is a grayish line just below the dento-gingival 
junction. 
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I have strayed rather far from Henry. He probably won’t get any 
of the things I have mentioned, but remember you asked for it. 

I might be able to help some if he begins developing excessive den- 
tal decay, but you dentists are about to get one jump ahead of us on 
diet and decay.

What Price Deciduous Teeth! 
John E. Gurley, D.D.S.

Chapter II 


Thirty years ago little attention was paid to children other than 
that of very general care. The child was a sort of necessary outcome 
of the marital bliss of two people—he was no doubt nice to have and 
he was laved by his parents. Probably in some instances his chief 
function was to develop work for someone at home and, of course, his 
parents accepted the responsibility of his moral development. In some 
cases this was quite severe, yet greatly reduced as compared with gen- 
erations ahead of him. The old puritanical thought was fading away 
and the community was looking to the further education of its chil- 
dren. But his physical welfare was left to the individual or the individ- 
uals concerned. If he were taken sick, the physician was called. He 
looked at the tongue, counted the pulse and respiration and took the 
temperature. In case of fever, a temperature depressant was pre- 
scribed, the child was kept in bed, and a real sympathetic hope was 
expressed. If he had a toothache, he was taken to the dentist, who 
“reached in” and took one out—perhaps the right one and perhaps the 
wrong one. 

It was these thoughts which caused the writer to think in terms of 
the child. About twenty years prior to the date of “beginning practice” 
lhe whose name appears at the head of this dissertation was led or 
dragged by his bewhiskered father to and from the office of a venerable 
dentist. Profanity is generally learned at a young age, so it may be 
assumed that some of that language was being used. It could safely be 
used for the father of that boy was hard of hearing and a man who 
went straight ahead and through with whatever he started. Well, you 
can see the picture! 

Early in my career, I made up my mind that no child should ever 
leave my office under such conditions. Of course, I’ve not fulfilled that 
pledge one hundred per cent, but it has been all but accomplished. 

Right here begin our comparisons, for prior to 1908 there wasn’t 
much to do but to suffer. Little do we realize how much has been sup- 
plied since them. Young men graduating now and a few years back 
have no comprehension of what some of us did not have. 
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The family doctor and the dentist of yesterday did have a lot of 
love and sympathy, perhaps not more than we have today, but that 
twas about all they had, so they expressed it and it was very real. 
However, it was not overly effective in treating a case of scarlet fever 
or a thumping tooth. Today, we have murder in our eyes—if we can 
kill organisms, we may save a patient—either his life or his pain. 

Supply and demand usually go together—the number of children 
at that time was increasing, notwithstanding the fact that families were 
growing smaller. This was accounted for in the fact that there were 
more families. There Were more children requiring attention. Con- 
comitantly, knowledge and information were increasing and at such a 
rate that men were required to pick out and discard. They chose the 
most desirable and discarded the balance. Thus the pediatrician was 
born within the medical profession. But within the dental profession 
specific attention was already being given to children. We had ortho- 
dontists before we had pediatricians, and a few dentists who were 
recognized as children’s dentists. It was interesting to observe the sur- 
prise which our first pediatricians expressed, relative to the fact that 
some special dental attention was given to children. 
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About the most outstanding data regarding dentistry for children, 
in these last few months, comes from the writings of Bodecker, Dr. 
Charles Bodecker, Professor of Histology at Columbia University. 
His discussion has to do with secondary dentin and pulp-capping : 

To quote from a review of his essay of last January: 


“Secondary dentine, in response to the stimulation of its formation by the 
two different types of caries, was next discussed. In those teeth where caries 
starts in a pit or fissure and then mushrooms out in the dentine, there is little or 
no formation of secondary dentine; whereas in those carious teeth where a large 
opening is found in the enamel, there is a proportionately large amount of sec- 
ondary dentine laid down. It is for this reason that caries beginning with small 
openings in the enamel progress more rapidly than those with large openings. 

“Pulp-capping, more or less a bugaboo for many years, was shown to have 
been treated successfully in 85 per cent of the cases in a report of several hun- 
dred teeth treated in the manner prescribed. Successful results were obtained 
in carious as well as operative exposures. The method of treatment was to pre- 
pare oxyphosphate of zinc cement liquid by saturating it with silver nitrate 
crystals. The cement mixed with this liquid is carefully placed over he expo- 
sure, taking care not to exert any pressure against the pulp. The tooth is then 
checked periodically for vitality.” 


It has long been considered by most investigators that secondary 
dentin is not formed in the first dentition. Thus pulp-capping was 
considered a hazardous procedure. Dr. Bodecker’s explanation is in- 
deed encouraging and gives a very sane reason for the rather per- 
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plexing observation that some deciduous teeth may be excavated far 
beyond the normal pulpal area, with vitality still maintained, while 
others will present an exposure when scarcely beyond the dento- 
enamel junction. 

The following quotation explains in detail the cement liquid-silver 
nitrate solution : “The technic involves the use of silver nitrate in com- 
bination with various dental cements. Silver nitrate crystals are added 
to the cement fluid and allowed to remain for twenty-four hours. The 
fluid is decanted carefully or filtered and is then ready for use. In 
order to retard the precipitation of the silver nitrate in the stock solu- 
tion, caused by the effects of light, it is advisable to keep the fluid in a 
brown bottle or in a dark place. Applying a coat of paint to the bottle 
or wrapping it in black paper are other convenient ways of excluding 
light from the fluid.’* 

The cement powder and silver nitrate liquid are mixed to the usual 
consistency for setting inlays, and in this state, is “teased” over the 
area of exposure, after an application of phenol. When the cement 
thickens, the rest of the cavity is filled, the use of pressure being 


avoided.

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@ “Exodontia of Deciduous Teeth,” W. L. Fur.khouser, The Journal of the 
Georgia Dental Association, May, 1938. 

The writer urges that an X-ray be taken of every tooth before 
extraction. Many deciduous teeth have been removed without this 
precaution only to find that there are no permanent teeth ready to 
succeed them. The choice of an anaesthetic is important and the child 
is entitled to a painless operation. It is not usually difficult to extract 
the six anterior teeth but the deciduous molars cause concern. If the 
X-ray shows that the permanent tooth bud is in the bifurcation and 
the distal root curves mesially while the mesial root curves distally, 
then the bud may be removed with the tooth being extracted. This may 
be obviated by first separating the roots at the bifurcation. If the per- 
manent bud is displaced it should be put back in its approximate posi- 
tion and perhaps it will be retained. The bone in the mouth of a child 
is very porous and it is not necessary to use more than hand pressure 
with sharp instruments. Should a small fragment of the apical end 
of a root be fractured and examination reveals that it is unusually deep 
or that its removal may endanger the erupting successor beneath it, 
leave the broken end alone and nature will throw it off or absorb it. 
When a very young child has its anterior teeth dislodged and driven 
back into the process, these deciduous teeth should not be extracted 
at the first visit but they should be X-rayed. They may then be aligned, 
the buccal plate pressed into position and, after initial inflammation 
has subsided, recovery and retention is possible. 
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@ “The Frenum Labii Superioris,” E. Shirazy, The Journal of the American 
Dental Association and The Dental Cosmos, May, 1938. 

The frenum of the lip consists essentially of a very vascular con- 
nective tissue covered with stratified squamous epithelium similar to 
that of the oral cavity. No muscle fibers are demonstrable in sections 
made from the frenum. It may be abnormally developed from hyper- 
trophy with or without the definite separation between the first maxil- 
lary incisors, known as a diastema. At birth the frenum reaches the 
incisive pad (papilla palatina) which is situated in the midline in the 
anterior aspect of the palate. With the eruption of teeth and the forma- 
tion of a definite alveolar ridge, the position of the frenum, in the ma- 
jority ef persons, is in the midline of the mucoperiosteum covering the 
alveolar ridge a short distance above the gingival line of the central 
incisors. The growth of the alveolar ridge affects the labial position of 
the frenum. Mammals are the only animals in which the lips are 
separated from the alveolar arches. The condition known as abnormal 
frenum labii superioris is a congenital anomaly depicting in man the 
retention of a feature of an early stage of development in his evolu- 
tionary genesis. 

@ “Decalogue of Requirements for Devices Which Are to Maintain Space,” 
L. Kohn, Journal of the Second District Dental Society, May, 1938. 

The author in considering measures for intercepting malocclusion 
feels that the term space maintainer is a misnomer because space main- 
tenance is only one of the ten points in the problem involved. He offers 
the following : 

. All appliances must retain the original space. 

. All appliances must compensate for and move with and in the 
direction of normal facial development and growth. 

. All appliances must restore function. 

. All appliances should allow the abutment teeth to move in 
function, if possible, but not beyond function movement to per- 
mit luxation. 

. All appliances should restore esthetics. 

. All appliances should aid phonetics. 

. All appliances must prevent elongation of the teeth in the 
opposing jaw. 

. All appliances should be easily cleansible. 

. All appliances should be constructed so that they may be easily 
removed for periodic inspection and for alteration when the 
eruption of a permanent tooth is imminent. 

10. All appliances should be constructed without cutting any sur- 
face of the abutment teeth. 

The author thinks that nearly all space maintainers are outmoded. 
He constructs an original anterior and posterior bridge for the child’s 
mouth which meets the above requirements. The anterior bridge con- 
tains a pin and tube attachment and the posterior bridge a ball and 
socket device. The abutments consist of cast orthodontic bands using 
an expansion technique which has been developed after much experi- 
mentation. —J. H. K. 
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
